h e a rd th e Irish p arlia m e n t m em b ers 
yell for h is resignation.

th e repu blic, for w hich he had battled 
and w-hich now seem ed dead, and took 
his new place as the lead e r of the m i­ 
n o rity — the “die h a rd s ” of the Irish re ­ 
public. 
A t th a t m o m en t his c o m rad es w ith 
w h o m he had labored 
sh o u ld er 
to 
sh o u ld er in the fight for freedom , w hen 
th e outlook for liberty looked b la c k ­ 
est, an d w ho had tu rn e d on him at 
la st an d voted a g ain st him, su rged to ­ 
w ard him in th e historic room and 
g ave him ch eer upon cheer.
